life June 10, at Hsr.-isbnrg. She was 
the wife of Josiah Ritchie aud was 74 
yeprs, fiVe m'nths and ten days old. 


To many of the older people of Bed- 


ford ciur.ly Mrs. Ritchie was well 
known and they remfmbrr her with 
deep affection. 
SHe was born at Gray- 


thorn, Cumberland county, Pa. She re- 
moved when a chi'd cf ten years with 
her father and mother, Mr. and Mrs. 
Seaver to Bedford county, they having 
purchased the William Philip's farm, 
near Csssna, where she grew to woman- 
hood. 
In 1849 she was married to 


Jcsiah Ritchie and they celebrated their 
54th wedding anniversary the 15*h of 
last March. In the spring of 1805 they 
moved from Yont's station to LDJS- 
burg, where they made their home for 
28 years and then moved to Harrisburg 
in the spring of 1873 and took up their 
residence at 10 and 13th street where 
she died. 


Mrs. Ritchie united with the St. 


John's Reformed church, of Loysburg, 
ia May, 1849, having been confirmed 
by Rev. William M. Djatrick. 
The 


home of Mr. and Mrs. Ritchie was a 
home of large hospitality where ten 
children, eight boys and two girls, 
grew to manbood and womanhood.

Thomas Green Trout. 


At 2.11 o'clock Sunday afternoon 14th 


iust., Mr. Thomas Green Trout died at 
his home on the old homjstead farm, 
the "Shady Meadow" farm, in Antis 
township. In declining health for sev- 
eral years it was in October of last year 
that he mjt with an accident which 
compelled him to take to his bed. He 
suffered little when the end was near, 
but quietly slept away. 
Mr. Trout 


was born on the farm on which he died 
and resided there all his life. He was 
born August 26, 1815, and was conse- 
quently aged 87 years, 9 months and 19 
days. In early manhood he wedded 
Miss Mary A. Smith, of Bedford coun- 


G^n. Alexander McDowell McC-iok, 


U. S A , retired, died at Dayton, O . 
on the 12th inst. Gen. McCook h<>d 
gone to Dayton to visit his daughtpr, 
Mrs. Charles Craigaead, and while 
there suffered three strokes of paraly- 
sis, the last being fatal. 
At bis bsd 


side when death came were his wife 
and two daughters, Mrs Becker, of 
Washington, and Mrs. Craighead. He 
was buried on Wednesday last at Grove 
Cemetery, Cincinnati, where are buried 
other membars of the McCook family. 


Alexander McDowell McCook was 


born in Columbiana 
county, 
Ohio 


April 22, 1831. He was the fifth of the 
nine sons who, with their father, Maj ir 
Daniel McCook, constituted the "Tribo 
of Dan," and with the five sons of Dr 
John McCook, of the "Tribe of John," 
made the "Fifteen fighting McCork&"o? 
Ohio 
The deceased was graduated at 


West Point in 1853, fought the Apaches 
in New Mexico for several years and 
t'nen became instructor in the military 
Ecademy. When the Civil war begin 
be was appointed colonel of the Firsr 


Ohio regiment and was breveted m'jir 
for gallantry at Bull Run; in Spptcm- 
bsr, 1301, he was made a brigsdien 
and wa.s breveted colonel in the regu- 
lars, April 7, 1862, for meritorious con- 
duet at Shiloh. 
He was appointed 


major general of volunteers, July 17, 
1862, aud took command of the Twen- 
tieth army corp. He saw much active 
service and on March 13, 1S65, ho was 
made a brigadier in the regular army, 
and on the same day a majir general 
in that army, for services in the field. 
After the war he was made a lieuten- 
ant colonel of the Twenty-sixth in- 
fantry. 


He was promoted in 1880 to be 


colonel of tbe famous Sixth regiment 
He was made a brigadier in 1890, and 
assigned to command the department 
of Colorado, and put down the out 
break there whan Governor Waite 
threatened to wade in blood up to 
the bridles. 
He devised a system of 


marksmanship, while on General Sher- 
man's staff. He retired on age in 1895, 
and was appointed by Presidant Cleve- 
land to represent him at the corona- 
tion of the czar. When returning he 
was the guest of the emperor of Ger- 
many. During the Spanish-American 
war he was a member of the beef com- 
mission. 


The father died of wounds received 


at Buffiogton's island, during the Mor- 
gan raid; the eldest son, Latimer A , 
died from exposure during the March 
to the Sea. George Wythe, the second, 
died at Stubenville, in 1877, aft?r ris- 
ing to be a brigadier and Democratic 
candidate for governor; John Jamep, 
the third, died on shipbca-d, as a mid- 
shipman, in 1842, thus depriving tbe 
war of another hero; Robert Litiraar, 
the fourth, also a brigadier general, 
was killed by guerrillas, in August, 
18C2; Daniel, Jr., the sixth, who was 
also a brigadier, was fatally wounded 
at Kenesaw Mountain; Edwin Stanton, 
the seventh, who became a major gen- 
eral, was killed while governor of Da- 
kota, while presiding at a meeting, in 
in 1873; Charles Morris, the eighth, 
was shot at Bull Run, by the Black 
Horse calvary, upon refusing to sur- 
render; John James, the ninth, sur- 
vives as a noted lawyer in New York. 
He rose to be major though but 20 
when the war closed. 


The war records of the five sons of 


the "tribe of Dr. John" were almost as 
conspicuous. 
Four of the first-men- 


tioned nine were born at Canoasburg, 
Pa , whore both the heads of the two 
tribes were born. The father of the 
deceased, Diniel, was born there in 
June, 1798. He was of Scotch-Irish de- 
scent, his father having been a refugee 
after the defeat of the United Irish- 
men. 
He was a charter member of the 


eld McMillan church, at Cunonsburg, 
and helped to found Jefferson college. 
He married Mary Latimer, of Scotch 
parentage, descended fiom the Lati- 
mers burned at the stake with Ridlay 
during the English revolution. The 


Assassination of the King and Queen and 


Other Members of the Boyal Household. 
King Alexander and Qieen D-auaof 


Servia, aad the latter's two brothers, 
the Servian premier, minister of war 
aud former minister of war were as- 
sassinated at tbe Konak, the royal 
palace about 2 VcloskoTi the morning 
of the llth inst. The Idne and queer 
were shot to death as they were at 
tempting to escape from the palacj in 
their night clothes. 


A conspiracy had b2en organized 


amongst army officers tooverthrow the 
governm-nisnd all the plans to enter 
ihe gardens surrounding the royel 
palace and than, the palace had been 
made and were carried out during the 
night. The bodies of the king and 
qaeen were buried secretly the next 
nitrht. From all that appears there 
was no reasoa for this cold blooded 
murder. At least no cause that could 
not have been met end disposed of in 
some less offensive way to the civilize:! 
world. The assa-sin conspirators at 
onca proclaimed Prince Peter Kari- 
Gjorgiwitch king and he was elected 
king by the senate and skupihtinalast 
Monday. This bloody revolution iu 
th? Servian government is describad 
in despatches from Belgrade, the capi- 
tal of Sarvia, as follows:

Juniata Olaasis met in special session 


in the Reformed church, Everett, Mon-

Each had a cue and especial 
directions regarding his part in the 
revolution. Ii the Kmak pa!aca itself 
the revolutionists had two important 
partisans in the king's bodyguard— 
Colonel Alexander 
Maschiu, Queen 


Draga's cousin, not brother-in-law, and 
the king's personal, adjutant, Lieuten- 
ant Naumovies. 


Two officers of the high military sca- 


dem? appeared at the appointed hour, 
2 a. m., at the gate of the Konak,where 
the king's adjutant, Panaj^tovic, who 
wai in the conspiracy,handed them the 
keys to the garden gate, which is al- 
ways kept locked. 


First stepping before the guard at the 


Konak, one of the two offisers called 
' -Throw down your arms." A fight en- 
sued with shooting on both sides, in 
which several persons were wounded. 


ESTER THE KOYAL GARDEN. 


The revolutionaries then entered the 


front garden without hindrance and 
reached the courtyard of the old Kon- 
ak, where Lieutanant Naumovics was 
awaiting. He opened the lock of the 
iron door leading to the front room on 
first floor. By this it was seen that the 
Konak was carefully elosjd aad that 
danger was suspected. 


Hurrying upstairs to tha first floor, 


the revolting officers attracted the at- 
tention of the pilaee attendants and 
the royal couple by the noise of snoot- 
ing. 
Lieutenant Lavar Petrovitch, 


a'armed by the 
unwonted hubub, 


hurried forward, a drawn revolver in 
one band and in the other a sword. 


"What do you want?,' he cried. 
' Siow us where the king and queen 


are," came the reply. 


"Back," cried Petrovitch, and at the 


s^m"! moment a ball stretched him 03 
the ground. 


LIOIITS ARE EXTINGUISHED. 


The revolutionaries pressed forward, 


when suddenly the electric light gave 
out. All stood in darkness. 
In the 


greatest excitement and feeling their 
way the revolutionaries climbed the 
stairs and got into th? dark ante room 
to the king's apirtment. Here they 
found candles and lit them. 


LOCATE TUB BOYAL COUPLE. 


After a long s jarch a small door lead- 


ing into an alcove was discovered, but 
waa found locked. It was broken in 
with an axe and here the royal couple 
were found in undress. The older of- 
ficeis first intended forcing the king to 
abdicate but the young officers were in 
no mood to be held back and shot at 
the royal couple. Nobody knows in 
the excitment who shot first, but it is 
generally said it was Lieutenant Kis- 
tics. 


After the murder, King Alexander's 


body 
was found 
entirely covered 


with blood. 
That of Queen Draga 


was badly torn with bullets. The report 
that the bodies were thrown out of the 
window into the garden is untrue. The 
young officers intended to do so ,but 
Co'oiel Maschin prevented it, exclaim- 
ing "that would be barbarous." 


All the servants of the royal couple 


fled when the first shots were heard 
with the exception of Queen Draga's 
servant who was found dead. At 12 
minutes past 2 all was over. Colonel 
MaEchin issued from the gate of the 
Konak around which great crowds 
had collected, and made a speech, say- 
ing:

The maid of honor, Miss Mary Eliza- 
beth Hunter, of Philadelphia, wore a 
gown of white point d'sprit oversilk 
and carried a large bunch of President 
Carnot roses.

THE county crmiiisfiocers of Ly- 


coming county have been personally 
charged by the county auditors with 
815,000 improper'y p-.id out of the 
county funds on county bridge con- 
tracts. This sum the auditors found, 
after careful investigation, had been 
paid out of tha county treasury on 
orders of the commissioners, to their 
frienc.s and to bridge builders who had 
a pull with the commissioners and got 
contracts at prices above what the 
work was worth. It v^as found in the 
auditors investigation that the com- 
missioners handed out contracts for 
work without having estimates made 
as to what was needed and the proper 
cost of the work and without publish- 
ing lettings of work. 
All over the 


state this condition of the doings of 
county commissioners is being looked 
into and it is likely this will be one of 
the chief points of investigation of 
county auditors and taxpayers in next 
year's settlements and audits. It is a 
matter that any taxpayer can look 
into and appeal to the courts for in- 
vestigation.

It was one mighty roar of continued 
applause, which was shared by the 
gamins in the street and the mayor of 
this great city, who clapped his hands 
in boyish delight as some conspicuous 
fire champion passed by.

He heard it reported that an old man 
yet remained in the burning building, 
and he dashed In the face of the flame, 
and fell. 
McAvoy, who had followed 


him, finding the case hopeless, turned 
to escape, but missed his friend, Mc- 
Nally, who lay on the burning floor. 
He dragged him out to a place of safe- 
ty, but McNally's injuries were so 
severe that he died the following day. 
McAvoy was also severely burned and 
was sent to the hospital for several 
days. He had entirely recovered and 
as a reward for his bravery he was com- 
missionad to distribute the gold medals 
among the honored men, who had dis- 
tinguished themselves during the last 
year in saving life and property.

was a proud day for McAvoy, who was 
cheered all along the line, and was one 
of the bravest and most conspicuous 
figures of the day.

Greek and Latin almost as well as he 
could English. He also was well in 
formed on the politics of the day an( 
on a variety of subjects about which 
only men of learning are supposed to 
know anything. 


At fourteen he was able to take the 


works of Thucydides, written in Greek, 
and read page after page, turning 1 
Into excellent English as he read, am 
tills off hand translation of his is sai 
to have been almost without a flaw. 


His father spoke of him as "eage 


Mr. William, the counselor, the philos- 
opher." At the.age of fourteen he en 
tered the -a-eat 'University of Cam 
bridge in England and at once, in spit 
of his youth, took a high place among 
the students at that celebrated plac 
of learning. 


When he went to Cambridge, the bo- 


was in such feeble health that he ha< 
to be accompanied by a nurse, and al 
through his course there he was in s 
poor a condition, physically, that it wa 
doubted if ho ever would be able t 
finish the course. 


But hard study seemed to agree wit 


him, 
and when he was graduated, a 


the age of seventeen, he was muc 
stronger tban when he entered the un 
versity. 


At an age when most boys are pre- 


paring to enter college, or, if they ar 
very clever, have just become fresh 
men, 
young Pitt won the degree o 


master of arts from one of the grea 
est universities in the world and bega 
the study of law. 


At twenty-one he was admitted t 


the bar, and the same year was clecte 
a member of parliament, to becom 
prime minister three years later. 


While he was yet a law student an 


only eighteen years old he attracte 
tbe attention of prominent men by hi 
clear views on the questions of govern 
ment, which then were perplexing th 
rulers of England. The boy was in 
vited everywhere, and men holding th 
most important ofttces listened to hi 
advice and asked his opinions. 


His friends wanted him to go int 


parliament when he was tweuty an 
all predicted for him a brilliant caree 
It was curious to see this delicate strip 
ling, a boy in looks and years, meetin 
the great and wise men of the countr 
ns an equal and conversing on eve 
terms with the most learned scholar 
of tbe day. 


Young Pitt used to like to listen t 


t'.ie debates In tbe British parliamen 
and Mr. Fox, the great statesman 
meeting him once after a debate, wa 
astonished at the manner in which th 
boy criticised the eminent men wh 
had spoken and pointed out where the 
could 
have 
made 
their argumen 


stronger. 


One of the hardest works to unde 


stand that ever were written is a boo 
called "Cassandra," written by a ma 
named Lycophronis.

A TAINTED BREATH. 


What Causes It and How It Should Be 


Treated, 


Any one mulcted with bad breath, 
nstead of using disinfectant washes or 
gargles, should try to discover the 
cause of the bad breath. It is almost 
ridiculous to keep using disinfectants 
while the cause of the fetor continues 
:o operate. Suppose any one were to 
notice a bad smell in the back yard. 
Instead of finding out exactly what the 
cause of the bad smell is, he would sim- 
ply throw a disinfectant around, or de- 
odorizer, in order to stop or disguise 
lie smell. Such a procedure would be 
eilly indeed. No one but a sanitary 
officer would do such a thing. 


A bad breath indicates some decom 


position going on somewhere in the 
respiratory tract. It may be a hollow 
tooth filled with decomposing material, 
or the teeth may be so jammed to- 
gether as to inclose portions of the 
:ood, which ferment and fill the mouth 
with noxious gases. 


The trouble may be in the posterior 


nares. 
One or-both nostrils may be 


stopped up. This leaves an unventt- 
lated space Just back of the nostril, In 
the upper portion of the throat The 
want of ventilation allows the mucns 
to accumulate and decompose, which 
forms a very fetid gas. 


Or, again, the trouble may be caused 


by enlarged tonsils. These sometimes 
assume a globular form, with deep 
crevices and seams which retain mu 
cus. Again, mucus collects behind an< 
above an enlarged tonsil, where I 
sure to decompose and cause bad 
breath. 


Any portion of the respiratory trac 


from the throat to the lungs may be 
thereat of the difficulty. The mucous 
surface Is liable to catarrh, arcd the 
catarrh abrades the mucous mem 
branes here and there, forming super- 
ficial nlcers, which furnish a continu 
ous effluvia to the breath. Like little 
volcanoes, they pour out their erup- 
tions of noxious gases day and night tc 
contaminate the breath. 


The stomach has often been accuse* 


of being the cause of bad breath, bu 
the fact is the stomach rarely Is th 
cause of a bad breath. The breath 
does not enter the stomach. 
Respira 


tlon has little or nothing to do with 
the stomach. Breath Is simply the ac 
of drawing the air into the lungs anc 
expelling it again. 


The fetor of bad breath sometime 


originates in the lungs and Is no doub 
the result of a deranged condition o 
the whole system. The blood, beln 
surcharged with fonl gases and decom 
posing material, gives off these gnse 
at each respiration. This Is why th 
breath of a person who drinks liquo 
will become tainted with the smell o 
the liquor. At first the breath undoubt 
edly smells of the liquor simply be- 
cause In passing through the mout 
and throat some of it adheres to th 
mucous surfaces. If any one were ti 
rinse out the mouth with liquor, th 
breath would smell for a short 
but only for a short time. With th 
dram drinker the case Is different. Th 
liquor having passed into his stomach 
It Is absorbed into the blood. Throng 
the blood It reaches the lungs, an 
with each respiration from the lungs 
a portion of the fumes from the liquo 
are given off with the breath. This i 
lustrates how a bad .condition of th 
blood can taint the breath. 


Undoubtedly onions and many othe 


aromatic sniistances find their way ou 
of the system through the breath, 
this way n had stomach may taint th 
breath. This Is why a bad stomac 
means bad breath. Bad digestion prc 
duces a bnd quality of blood. Tl: 
blood, circulating through the lung 
gives off bad otlors, which find the 
way into the breath. In this round 
about way the stomach may caus 
bad breath, but as a rule the cause o 
bad breath can be found closer 
hand —either In the ^teeth, posterio 
nares, tonsils, throat or bronchia 
tubes. 


Instead of using mouth washes o 


perfumes of any sort to cure a ba 
breath, a person ought to have th 
cause of the bad breath dlscoverec 
Unfortunately it would be of little o 
no use to such a person to call on th 
average doctor, as he knows nothin 
or cares nothing about such thing 
He Is simply engaged in prescribin 
drugs and spends very little time 1 
ferreting out causes or removing ob 
noxious ailments by harmless and rn 
tional methods. In these matters ever 
person must use his own commo 
sense and try to be his own doctor. 


No one should be content to allow 


bad breath to continue. It is very un 
healthy and is very obnoxious to othe 
people. Every man and woman is en 
titled to a sweet breath, and with 
little care and judgment this can b 
had. But so long as any one continue 
to take drugs or use narcotics to an 
extent he cannot hope to have a pe 
fectly sweet breath. A pure breath 
comes from pure living, pure habi1 
and the continuous practice of absohr 
cleanliness. The toothbrush and col 
water should be used thoroughly one 
a day. Gargling the throat should 1m 
mediately follow. The nostrils shoul 
be kept clear; deep breathing pra 
tlced. These things alone will do very 
much toward Insuring the possessio 
of a sweet breath.—Medical Talk.
